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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The claim (s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. In claim 1, line 7, the newly-added 
limitation of " destroys the plugs" (emphasis added) is not 
supported by the originally- filed specification and thus, 
constitutes new matter (the originally-filed specification 
supports destroying the plug binder (see page 12 of the 
originally-filed specification, or paragraph [0030] of the 
publication) ) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
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art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the admitted prior art on page 1, line 20 to 
page 3, line 20 of the originally-filed specification in 
combination with Hoyt (U.S. Patent 5,728,226 A) for the reasons 
of record. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on 10 December 2007 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

6. Applicant argues (page 7) that there is nothing in the 
admitted prior art to suggest that the plugs contain (as recited 
in instant claim 1) an oxidizable substance which, upon oxidative 
decomposition, destroys the plugs. Examiner responds that the 
admitted prior art teaches the use of clay (as a graphite/clay 
mixture) which is an oxidizable substance. Furthermore, the plugs 
are not destroyed but rather, the plug binder that is destroyed 

(see page 12 of the originally-filed specification or paragraph 

[0030] of the publication) . 

7. Applicant argues (page 7) that Hoyt does not mention any 
form of oxidation and that the words "oxidize" and "oxidation" 
are not present in Hoyt . Examiner responds that Hoyt teaches two 
"burn offs" which meet the limitation of "oxidize" or 
"oxidation". Furthermore, even if Hoyt prefers the use of a 
supercritical fluid, the teaching of Hoyt regarding burn offs is 
still a valid prior art teaching.
